HERITAGE protection charities 
claim plans to develop Sheemess 
Dockyard will destroy one of the 
most important historic sites in 
south east England. 

Save Britain’s Heritage and the World 
Monuments Fund Britain have joined forces to 
oppose plans to turn part of the dockyard into 
luxury flats. 

Councillors will decide the future of the site 
tomorrow evening. 

Save Britain’s Heritage spokesman William 
Palin said the development would shatter the 
fragile landscape. 

He said: “If this application is granted then 
Swale can wave goodbye to one of its most 
valuable historic assets, throwing away the 
key to the regeneration of the whole Isle of 
Sheppey and adjoining coast. 

“Sheemess Dockyard stands at a crossroads 
- with the backing of World Monuments Fund 
Britain there is a real opportunity to reverse 
many years of neglect and to heal one the most 
important and overlooked late Georgian 
enclaves in the country.” 

Spokesman for World Monuments Fund 
Britain, David Gundry, added: “Inappropriate 
development such as this will destroy a 
fundamental part of the heritage value and 
will likely hinder the sustainable development 
of the area in the long run.” 

Property developer George Demetrious, of 
Whetstone, London, has applied to the council 
for permission to convert the main gate build¬ 
ing into 23 residential properties and one

Death of man 
found in creek 
'was accident'

AN INQUEST has ruled 
the death of a man who fell 
from his boat while trying 
to fix faulty electrics was 
accidental. 

Edward Michael Gough, 55, had 
been living on the Henry barge in 
The Standard Quay, Abbey Street, 
for 18 months at the time of his 
death in the early hours of Sunday, 
October 25. 

Speaking at Folkestone 
Magistrates Court on June 16, coro¬ 
ner Mrs R Redman said it was 
probable Mr Gough had entered the 
water unconscious after banging 
his head on the harbour wall. 

Detective Superintendent Stuart 
Sampson, from Sittingbourne 
Police, told the court there was no 
evidence of foul play. He added: 
“Police received a call after a young 
girl spotted Mr Gough lying in the 
mud at about 11am on Sunday 
morning. Her father called the 
emergency services. 

“There were valuables on board 
the barge and these were 
untouched. There was no evidence 
that any third party was involved.” 

DS Sampson said Mr Gough had 
two screw drivers in his pocket 
when he was found, which he had 
probably planned to use to fix the 
electrics. 

At the time of Mr Gough’s death, 
Faversham boat maker Colin Frake 
said it was common for the electrics 
in the creek to trip, forcing boat 
owners to return to shore to fix 
them. 

Mr Gough was last seen at the 
Anchor Inn pub just before mid¬ 
night on October 24. Staff said 
although he had been drinking he 
was not “extensively drunk.”

Speaking at the hearing Mr 
Gough’s sister said her brother had 
battled with alcohol problems for 20 
years. She said he had fallen from 
the boat several times during the 
months leading up to his death as 
he tried to jump the four to six-foot 
gap between the barge and the 
quayside. 

She added: “He’d been a bit down 
before his death because of his 
drinking and money. He’d hit his 
head on one occasion, but had man¬ 
aged to get himself back on board.” 

In a statement read to the court, 
pathologist Dr David Rouse said Mr 
Gough had suffered a fractured 
skull, two broken ribs and lacera¬ 
tions to his face and head. 

Recording the cause of death as 
head injury and drowning, he said 
Mr Gough had 220ml per 100ml of 
alcohol in his system at the time of 
his post mortem. The drink-driving 
limit is 80ml per 100ml. 

However, Mrs Redman told the 
court it was likely Mr Gough had a 
high tolerance of alcohol and would 
have been less affected by the 
amount in his system than some¬ 
one who drank less. 

Recording a verdict of accidental 
death she described Mr Gough’s 
death as a tragic accident and con¬ 
veyed her sincere condolences to his 
family. 


Call to preserve 
dockyard building

office, convert Dockyard House into 
two commercial units and build 40 
new homes. 

The proposal would see the 
removal of later extensions to 
Regency Close. 

Planning officers at Swale council 
have recommended the application is 
given the go-ahead because they say 
“any harm caused to the heritage 
value of the site can be justified by 
the potential improvements to the 
listed buildings.” 

All Britain’s Royal dockyards 
retain elements of their dockyard 
walls, gatehouses and officer’s quar¬ 
ters and many are significantly older 
than those at Sheemess. However, 
what sets Sheemess Dockyard apart 
is its comprehensive remodelling by 
John Rennie in 1808. 

Rennie designed and developed 
many docks and harbours in the late 
18th and early 19th centuries. 

Work on the reconstruction of the 
dockyard commenced in 1815, and 
the residential part was officially 
opened in 1830. 

A meeting of the planning commit¬ 
tee will take place in the council 
chamber, Swale House, East Street, 
Sittingbourne on Thursday, June 24 
at 7pm. Members of the public are 
invited to attend. 

Rescue crews get 
Nobby on his feet 

A WHITE shire horse, who had once 
pulled the Lord Mayor of London, 
found himself in need of a pull at the 
weekend. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service 
(KFRS) specialist animal rescue 
team, based in Faversham, were 
called to a farm in Crouch Lane, 
Borough Green, just after 10pm on 
Friday. 

They found that the shire horse, 
called Nobby, who weighs more than 
a tonne, couldn’t get back to his feet. 

Station manager Dean Firmin, 
who attended the rescue, said: 
“Nobby had been down for about five 
hours when we arrived and despite 
trying to get up a couple of times, he 
just didn’t have the strength. 

He added “Firefighters from 
Faversham placed slings around 
Nobby and winched him to his feet 
using the animal rescue unit crane. 

“He was a little frightened and 
shaky but quickly recovered.” 


Inspector returns to his old beat 


THE new neighbourhood inspector 
for Faversham has vowed to clamp 
down on crime and anti-social behav¬ 
ior. 

Phil Hibben started his new job on 
June 14, but already has a good idea 
of what’s involved, having served as a 
bobby in the town during the 1990s.

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Boy crashes car trying 
to help disabled gran 

Teen accidentally reverses into parked cars

A SCHOOLBOY crashed his grand¬ 
mother’s new car and narrowly 
avoided causing serious injury 
because he wanted to save her from 
walking up a hill a court heard. 

The 14-year-old from Sittingboume, who can¬ 
not be named, was visiting his elder brother at 
HMP Cookham Wood in Rochester with his sis¬ 
ter and disabled nan, who suffers from heart 
and lung problems. 

Sittingboume Magistrates heard how the 
boy’s grandmother stmggled to walk to the car 
and jokingly said she wished one of her grand¬ 
children would drive it to her. 

Reverse 

Unfortunately, the teenager took the request 
seriously and ran off to get the woman’s brand- 
new Vauxhall Astra which she had only picked 
up the previous week. 

Not realising the car was automatic, the lad 
put it in reverse, causing it to shoot back and 
smash into a number of parked vehicles includ¬ 
ing a BMW and a Land Rover. 

A motorist sitting in his car watched as the 
boy changed gear and the car hurtled forwards 
and down a high curb at speed before smashing 
into his vehicle. 

Speaking in court on June 17, the boy’s 


grandmother said she had watched the events 
unfold in horror. 

She added said: “It was a really bad day and 
was windy and I was going at a slow pace and 
felt ill. 

“I told them to go and get the keys and 
belongings from the gatehouse and warm the 
car up. I said I’d be there when I could. 

“I said, tongue in cheek, I wished one of them 
could drive the car to me. It was just one of those 
things you say but the seed was put in his mind. 

“I could see him and his sister in the car as I 
walked up level with the car park. Both chil¬ 
dren were in the car and I could see they were 
both panicking. 

‘When I saw him reversing I was gob¬ 
smacked. I shouted, “No, no, no, don’t move.” 

The lad pleaded guilty to driving without 
insurance and without due care and attention. 

Asked why he had driven the car, the boy 
said: “I thought I’d just go and reverse and then 
pick my nan up on the comer.” 

Magistrate Mr Keith Woolley rejected requests 
for a conditional discharge saying it would not 
reflect the seriousness of the situation. 

The teenager was ordered to take part in a six 
month youth referral order. Under the terms of 
the order he will be required to attend weekly 
supervision sessions and complete 24 hours of 
unpaid work. 

He was also ordered to pay £40 towards court 
costs and he was disqualified from driving for 
six months.

Shoplifter takes 
TV away on bike 

A FRUSTRATED football fan tried to 
escape on a push-bike after stealing a 
32in TV so he could watch the World 
Cup. 

Over-ambitious shoplifter Craig 
Docherty walked into Sainsbury’s, 
Sittingboume, and ran out clutching the 
large TV set. 

He jumped onto his cycle with the TV 
balancing precariously on the handle 
bars, Sittingboume magistrates were 
told. 

Docherty, 23, of Sandwich Road, 
Kemsley, didn’t have a TV to watch the 
World Cup so he decided to help himself 
to one on Tuesday, June 1. 

Minutes later, two officers saw 
Docherty wobbling along Dover Road, 
Sittingboume, after he managed to out¬ 
pace shop staff. 

They were speaking to him when they 
heard about the theft of the set, worth 
£400, over the police radio, and Docherty 
was quickly arrested. 

He admitted theft. 

Simon Holmes, defending, said: “Mr 
Docherty went into the store wanting to 
buy a sausage roll. 

“He saw the boxed television sets near 
the exit and temptation got the better of 
him. The theft was brazen, yes, sophisti¬ 
cated, no. He didn’t plan the theft in any 
way.” 

Docherty was given a two-year condi¬ 
tional discharge and ordered to pay £85 
costs. 

Mr Holmes said Docherty wasn’t 
dependent on dmgs so didn’t want to sell 
the television on. 

He said: “He wanted to keep the televi¬ 
sion for himself.” 

Docherty has previous convictions for 
burglary but none for shoplifting, and as 
a result of the theft he has now fallen out 
with his mother. 

Mr Holmes said: “It is safe to say she is 
not very happy with him.” 


Woman loses 
ring in attack 

POLICE are appealing for witness¬ 
es after two men robbed a woman 
on a busy Sittingboume street. 

The 51-year-old victim was using 
the West Street pedestrian crossing 
near the junction with Dover 
Street at 10.10am on Friday, June 
4, when the incident took place. 

Her attacker approached her 
from behind and tried to pull off a 
neck chain before running off with 
an accomplice along Dover Street. 

The necklace was not taken, but 
a gold wedding ring, worn on the 
necklace, was lost in the attack. 

The first attacker was black, 
about 5ft 4in, of very slim build 
with very short hair. He is believed 
to be in his early 20s and was wear¬ 
ing a grey tracksuit top and dark 
tracksuit bottoms. 

The second man was black, about 
6ft, of a slim build and in his mid 
20s. He is clean-shaven and was 
wearing a dark hooded top and 
dark-coloured trousers. 

The pair had a dog with them.

Just 1,500 names 
to trigger debate 


A PETITION bearing 1,500 sig¬ 
natures will mean Swale council¬ 
lors will have to debate whatever 
is getting townspeople hot under 
the collar. 

And a petition of 500 signatures will mean 
a council officer could have to justify their 
decisions to a scrutiny panel - similar to 
select committees at Westminster. 

These two measures, to be introduced as 
part of new legislation, are to be formally 
adopted by the council tonight (Wednesday). 

Introduced by the previous Labour govern¬ 
ment, the new petition system also requires 
local authorities to host online petitions 
which will allow anyone to set up a petition 
on the web and others to sign up to it. 

Swale’s deputy leader Cllr Gerry Lewin 
said the council had chosen to set a low 
threshold of signatures to trigger a debate or 
scrutiny hearing because it wants to encour¬ 
age people to engage in local democracy. 

“Swale will have to find the money from 
within to set up the petition system, there is 
no additional Government funding,” he said. 

“However, we fully support the policy and 
welcome letters of petition as this will repre-

sent engagement in the democratic process. 

“Petitions that require an officer to be 
called to answer questions must be based on 
the process, not the person. 

This is not about cherry-picking what you 
do and don’t like and there should be legiti¬ 
mate justification. 

“The process is about challenging a deci¬ 
sion taken by the chief executive, a director 
or a head of service and must relate to a mat¬ 
ter for which they may be held responsible. 

“The scheme will only apply to petitions 
relating to matters for which the council has 
responsibility or which it is able to directly 
influence. 

“Complaints will be dealt with in the usual 
way, such as the ombudsman. We began 
introducing the petition process on June 15 
and hope to have the electronic system up 
and running by mid-December.” 

A meeting of the full council will take place 
this evening from 7pm at Swale House, East 
Street Sittingboume.To find out more about 
the petitions system contact the petitions 
officer at Swale council on 01795 417 268 or 
email petitions@swale.gov.uk. 


Footballs coming foam

NINE motorists have been arrested in 
Swale during the last two weeks as part 
of a month-long campaign to stamp out 
drinking and driving. 

The crackdown, which runs for a 
month, was launched on June 1 with the 
aim of raising awareness to the dangers 
of driving while under the influence of 
drugs or alcohol. 

PC Warren Jarvis, traffic co-ordinator 
for Swale police said: “The deaths of one 
in six people killed on the roads are 
attributable to a drink or drug driver. 
Motorists who are twice the drink drive 
limit are 50 times more likely to be 
involved in a fatal crash. 

“This year’s campaign also coincides 
with the FIFA World Cup.”

25 at The Winter Gardens, Blackpool. 


THE firm behind the biomass 
power station at Ridham Docks 
says it will help solve Kent’s waste 
wood issue and provide 30 jobs. 

Initial plans for the plant have been sent to 
Kent County Council by Biomass Power Plant 
Ridham Limited, which is a joint venture 
formed by German energy firm subsidiary 
Evonik New Energies and renewable energy 
specialist HES Biopower. 

The 25MW of power, plus 35MW of steam 
heat, will be produced by the plant which will 
convert non-recyclable waste wood to green, 
renewable energy in the form of heat and elec¬ 
tricity which will be fed to the public grid from 
the ‘station’ near Sittingboume. 

The companies say plants like this will go 
some way towards eliminating the current 
waste of over six million tonnes of non-recycla¬ 
ble wood that is produced in the UK every year 
and ends up in landfill sites. 

Yet environmentalists have expressed con¬ 
cern about the plan. Tim Valentine of the Green 
Party said he was worried that wood covered

with led paint or toxic metals would result in 
the release of harmful chemicals into the 
atmosphere. 

But the Government is keen to stop dumping 
waste that could be turned into energy and has 
been increasing the cost of landfill tax along 
with increases in requirement to ‘pre-treat’ all 
waste wood destined for landfill, which again 
adds costs to the disposal. 

Evonik said it is becoming increasingly diffi¬ 
cult and expensive to handle non-recyclable 
waste wood. 

Dealing with non-recyclable waste wood is 
also a regional issue for the South East, with 
Kent alone generating potentially more than 
100,000 tonnes of waste wood each year. 

The Government has a 15 per cent renewable 
energy target by 2020, which means new tech¬ 
nologies must be used. 

The company said if approved, the facility 
would see a significant future investment into 
the area with up to 30 permanent jobs being 
created at the site, as well as further temporary

jobs during the constmction process and long¬ 
term contract work with local companies for 
services and materials. 

Potential heat partnerships with local busi¬ 
nesses would also contribute to long-term eco¬ 
nomic development and stability in the region. 

Evonik said it intended to be a “good neigh¬ 
bour”. 

Juergen Kirsch, Evonik project manager, 
said: “This is a really exciting development for 
the area in supporting its endeavours to reach 
landfill diversion and renewable energy tar¬ 
gets.” 

Douglas Henderson, a director of the project 
said they have already had good feedback from 
its local consultations, and are now prepared 
for a possible long planning procedure. 

And the company said it is confident it won’t 
have to go before a government inspector and 
can be settled locally. 

He told KOS Media: “I hope it won’t be called 
in, it shouldn’t.”

What is the Kent Children Fund Network?

Now very few 
of them leave their home unless they are 
under their parent’s supervision. 

This is because a lot of fear has been spread 


through the media and people just don’t feel 
safe letting their children take the lead. We 
need to let kids be kids.

Where did your interest in play come from? 


A lt’s just part of who I am. I was always 
looking after children who were younger 
than me. I think it is very important that chil¬ 
dren have a fulfilling childhood because that 
leads to a fulfilled adult life. I had a fantastic 
childhood, my parents did a great job of rais¬ 
ing me. 

I had so many opportunities as a child. At 
the time I just thought that was normal but 
actually I was just one of a few lucky children 
that have those sorts of opportunities present¬ 
ed to them all the time. 

QHow did you first get involved in working with children? 

A I grew up in Canada and there was a bril¬ 
liant volunteering programme run by the 
council. I was one of 300 volunteers in 
Vancouver who got involved in every aspect of 
youth provision and play, such as running day 
camp programmes and summer camp pro¬ 
grammes and working with children with dis¬ 
abilities. 

I then went to Hong Kong doing a similar 
job, then to Holland, back to Canada and final¬ 
ly here in England in Kent. Working with chil¬ 
dren has always been my passion and I 


jumped at the chance to work for this organi¬ 
sation. 

Q What happens after the funding from the Big Lottery 
stops? 

A We are keen to see the festival continue. 

The hope is now we have done a lot of the 
ground work such as risk assessments etc, a 
group of community volunteers with our sup¬ 
port can take it over on a smaller budget.

How do parents get involved? 


A Many parents have got involved in our pro¬ 
grammes. A lot of the time families just 
simply come and take part and the parents 
who show up on the day get involved. We are 
always keen to hear from people who have 
seen our website.

What else would you like to do? 


A There are lots of things. I have written 
books with a limited degree of success. I 
have a keen interest in international develop¬ 
ment and the reduction of poverty. 

I would like to work in the disaster relief sec¬ 
tor going into poor countries in the future, but 
at the moment it is all about children in Kent. 
I expect it to be that way for the next few 
years.

THERE was once a time when the 
FA banned women from playing 
football after concluding the sport 
was “unsuitable” for the fairer sex. 

Despite them having been involved in match¬ 
es since the late 19th century, the decision in 
1921 sent out the clear message that women 
and football just do not mix. 

But try telling that to the more than 1.1 mil¬ 
lion females playing some form of the sport in 
England today, or the 26 million competing 
across the globe. 

Thankfully, attitudes towards women’s foot¬ 
ball have changed dramatically over the last 
few decades, to the point where a new profes¬ 
sional Super League will be launched in this 
country in time for the 2011-12 season. 

Liz Symons - women and girls development 
officer for the Kent County Football 
Association (KCFA) - hopes the league will 
attract more females into the sport. 

“A huge amount of work goes into making 
girls aware they can play football,” she said. 

“It’s traditionally a male sport, but in Kent 
we have 44 senior women’s teams and more 
than 100 girls’ teams. We’ve been very lucky in 
that everyone in the county supports the 
women’s game, so we’re able to promote it fully. 

‘We’re getting there, but football has a lot of 
competition from more traditional female pas¬ 
times such as netball, horse-riding and ballet.” 

As well as encouraging females to play, coach 
and referee football, the KCFA also runs a girls’ 
centre of excellence, based at Gillingham FC, 
for elite players. 

The centre has already produced an England 
under-17 international, Deanna Cooper, and 
Liz hopes more will follow in her footsteps. 

“Hopefully, the centre will help more girls go 


on to play for England or perhaps professional¬ 
ly in the Super League. 

“Five or six members of the England 
women’s team are in America getting paid to 
play, but it’s our aspiration that when the 


Super League starts we can help more women 
stay in this country. 

“At the moment only the lucky ones get paid 
to play, while the rest are just doing it for fun.” 
One person who did have a lot of fun last sea¬

son was Gills Ladies 
captain Becky Lyon, 
whose team clinched 
promotion to the 
Southern Premiership 
after winning the third 
division by ten points. 

They also won the Kent 
Cup. The 26-year-old, 
from Sittingboume, has 
spent more than a 
decade at the club and 
says she could not see 
herself lining up for any¬ 
one else. 

“Last season was an 
absolute dream for me 
and the girls,” she said. 

“Our goal at the begin¬ 
ning was to get promot¬ 
ed and that’s exactly what we did. 

“I’ve played for Gillingham for a long time, 
from when we had little backing and no driv¬ 
ing force. It’s always been my ambition to play 
in the Southern Premiership, so to achieve that 
was brilliant.” 

Becky was 12 when she first started playing 
for Gillingham, but says a lot has changed with 
girls’ football since then. 

“When I was younger it was a lot different,” 
she said. “There was only a handful of girls’ 
clubs, especially at that age group. I think 
there was only one league, too, and that was 
five-a-side at Mote Park, Maidstone. 

“That’s why the centre of excellence at 
Gillingham is such a brilliant idea because it 
gives all these girls a direction to go in. The 
work that goes on at that level is just fantastic.”

THE soundtrack of the World Cup 
is undoubtedly the 140 decibel 
blast of the vuvuzela - viewed 
either as a welcome African addi¬ 
tion to the football festival or a 
major annoyance, writes Nick 
Ames. 

Sainsbury’s stores across Kent are recording 
massive sales of the £2 red horns - mostly to 
young people. 

The sound has also become a popular mobile 
phone ring-tone in the last few days. 

So “vuvu fever” could become a permanent fix¬ 
ture of the UK sporting scene. 

Bosses at Sainsbuiy’s are congratulating them¬ 
selves as the instruments fly of the shelves at a 
rate of one eveiy couple of seconds across the UK. 

The stores in Canterbury, Folkestone and 
Ashford have recorded good sales and the horns 
are stocked in a special football section. 

Student Adam Hall from Hythe bought one 
just before the Brazil versus North Korea game. 

“It’ll add to the atmosphere - I just hope the 
neighbours don’t mind,” he said. 

A spokesman for Sainsbury’s said: “We 
ordered a total of 75,000 of the horns in 
December knowing they will become a symbol of 
the World Cup and people will want to have 
their own.” 

But rivals Asda and Tesco have no plans to fol¬ 
low suit as market research says many people 
find them annoying. 


There have been calls for them to be banned 
from matches and a less noisy version is now on 
sale in South Africa 

A survey on the streets of Ashford revealed 
almost everyone knew what the instrument was. 

Random comments included: “They should be 
banned” and “Get them off my TV” but other 
people were keen to have a go - although not all 
managed to make a sound. 

Office worker Martin Beresford said: “They 
really make the event. I think it just adds a real 
African flavour to what is going on. 

“As for calling for them to be banned - what 
nonsense. What is the point in awarding the best 
event in the world to Africa and then taking 
away part of the continent’s heritage? 

“People should lighten up and enjoy the 
football - horns and all.” 

African flavour 

The BBC has tried to get coverage without the 
horn blasts while a German claims to have 
invented a computer programme which removes 
its sound from television coverage. 

Freddie Maake is the man who claims to have 
invented the vuvuzela in 1970. 

He lives in the Tembisa township of 
Johannesburg and is proud of his creation. 

“It is our people’s celebration and is not going 
away,” he said. “This is South Africa’s time to 
party and we will do it at high volume. It is 
beautiful. 

“If someone invites you to their house and 


then plays music you don’t like, it is not your 
place to switch it off.” 

Mr Maake said he got the idea when he 
received a present - a bike with a horn. 

He removed the air pump from the horn on an 
impulse and started blowing it. 

A fan of local side Kaizer Chiefs he took it to 
matches and the craze really started after a local 
company jumped on the bandwagon and started 
to produce commercial versions of the home 
made instrument. 

South Africans also claim it was a great suc¬ 
cess originally as it either mimics the noise of a 
rhino or is based on a traditional way of sig¬ 
nalling long distance between villages. 

Mr Maake said: “ I called it the vuvuzela in 
1992 after South Africa was readmitted into 
international sport after the abolition of 
apartheid as this means three things in the Zulu 
language - welcome, unite and celebrate.” 

England’s official supporters club back the 
continued use of the horns while the most objec¬ 
tions seem to come from commentators and 
some journalists. 

Three Lions fan Mike Hudson said: “The 
killjoys seem to be those who are being paid to be 
out there - what does that say about them?” 

World Cup spokesman Rich Mkhondo added: 
“Vuvuzelas are here to stay and will never be 
banned. 

“Look at them as part of our culture in South 
Africa to celebrate the 2010 World Cup.”

£15 million of cuts at county hall is just the start - 'much more to come' 


FINANCE chiefs at Kent County Council 
could be being forced to make up to £320 mil¬ 
lion savings over the next four years as 
Government grants are slashed. 

And the crucial savings start this year, with 
some £15m of cutbacks being made in the 
2010-11 budget. 

But cabinet member for finance Councillor 
John Simmonds said this was just the begin¬ 
ning, with an expected 20-25 per cent grant 
cut over the next four years at KCC. 

It will mean three-year plans to save 
£200m - which was the predicted shortfall in 
Government funding estimated at County 


Hall last year - may have to be stretched to 
2014, with £320m savings in the pipeline. 

Cllr Simmonds said: “It’s a gloomy message, 
but this country has one heck of a deficit. 

“At KCC we are talking of bringing in a 
longer-term arrangement working towards 20- 
25 per cent cuts over the next four years, to save 
around £320m. Somehow we’ve got to find 
£15.6m for this year in the 2010-11 budget.” 

Under the three-year plan some 420 posts 
were being cut at KCC, but this would 
increase to 1,000 under the four-year plan. 

Cllr Simmonds said: “We were expecting to 
lose 420 jobs, but that would be through gen¬ 


eral turnover and not filling vacancies.” 

Cuts are inevitable at the authority, with the 
department for children, families and educa¬ 
tion already a target. 

Savings of £6.8m are expected, which will come 
as another blow after plans to scrap 260 posts in 
the department were revealed in February. 

Cllr Gary Cooke, deputy cabinet member for 
children, families and education, said they 
were aware the department would feel the 
cuts, but stressed it was still early days before 
decisions were made. 

“What we can do is find further efficiencies 
and savings,” he said. “The cuts earlier this 


year means this will be easier. If this hadn’t 
happened we would be feeling a drastic need 
to look for savings now. 

“David Cameron said that as a nation we will 
all feel the pressure of the economic situation, 
and this is true. What we will continue to do is 
protect the most vulnerable people and min¬ 
imise the impact of any changes we make. 
Education is the top of our philosophy at KCC.” 

Cllr Simmonds stressed the cuts would not 
affect frontline services, but could mean facili¬ 
ties such as breakfast and after-school clubs 
were scrapped, while calling for “collaboration 
at grassroots level.”

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Police cuts 'will not harm services' 


BUDGET cuts at Kent Police will 
not result in a reduction in front¬ 
line services, promises acting 
Chief Constable Adrian Leppard. 

Mr Leppard says that 
despite the force having to 
identify almost £21 million 
of savings over the next 
three years, he is deter¬ 
mined the public will not 
notice any difference to the 
service they receive. 

Kent Police are in the 
early stages of their biggest 
ever reorganisation, which

“The budget challenge is upon us and like 
all public services we are trying to find big-

ger savings over the next three years,” he 
said. “There are many who think a cut to 
budgets means a cut to services, but this 
reorganisation is all about finding ways of 
working differently so frontline services can 
stay the same.” 

Mr Leppard revealed the force had already 
saved £5m through its collaboration with 
Essex Police, which includes the shared use 
of a helicopter and the launch this month of 
the new Serious Crime Directorate. 

A small reduction in the number of officers 
and other staff is also likely, but the force 
would prefer to achieve this through natural 
wastage rather than redundancies. 

Mr Leppard said: “A good result for us 
would be that we reorganise and the public 
doesn’t notice any difference at all, but I have 
a more ambitious aim and that’s to actually 
improve the level of service. Can we get out

Alcohol strategy outlined 


AREAS of Kent are “off the scale” for violence 
and sexual offences linked to alcohol. 

Now a new three-year strategy has been 
developed by the Kent Action on Alcohol 
Steering Group to tackle the problem. The 
document outlines how agencies can work 
together to crack down on problems created 
by binge drinking and alcoholism. 

There are about 200,000 
“hazardous and harmful” 
drinkers living in Kent, 
with 11 per cent of males 
and 5.5 per cent of females 
exceeding the weekly rec¬ 
ommended amount. A haz¬ 
ardous drinker is a woman 
who consumes up to 35 
units per week, or a man up 
to 50 units. 

In addition, the county 
has three districts - 
Dartford, Gravesham and 
Thanet - where alcohol- 
related violent crime is 
higher than the national 
average. And there are 
seven districts where the 
rate of alcohol-related sexu¬ 
al offences is higher than 
the national average -

Ashford, Gravesham, Dartford, Maidstone, 
Shepway, Swale and Thanet. 

Angela Slaven, director for youth and com¬ 
munity support services at Kent County 
Council, helped devise the strategy. 

She said: “It’s part of a national scheme to 
reduce harm caused by alcohol and drugs. It 
recognises that most people drink sensibly 
and safely and don’t have any issues, but 


that for some it can be problematic. 

“People who get into difficulties with alco¬ 
hol often find themselves entering the crimi¬ 
nal justice and healthcare systems, and 
that’s why we need a strategy a range of 
agencies can use. No one group is responsible 
for alcohol abuse because it’s a problem for 
all of us. This is about us saying let’s be clear 
what we want to achieve.” 

According to the strategy, 
the number of alcohol-spe¬ 
cific hospital admissions in 
Kent has almost doubled 
from 885 in 1997-98 to 
1,454 in 2006-07. 
Meanwhile, the number of 
adults undergoing treat¬ 
ment for alcohol misuse 
more than doubled from 
2005-06 to 2006-07, with 
the number of young people 
in treatment increasing 
from 115 to 271. 

The strategy also raises 
the concern that although 
fewer young people are 
drinking alcohol in Kent, 
those who do are consum¬ 
ing more and from an earli¬ 
er age.

“The strategy covers everything from the 
health perspective in terms of admissions to 
hospital, to police enforcement issues and 
with Trading Standards regarding under¬ 
age sales. It’s very broad. It’s both a preven¬ 
tative agenda and something to help us stop 
future generations abusing alcohol.”

Councils look to cross-border savings 


COUNTY Hall officials are looking at team¬ 
ing up with a small Surrey council in a bid to 
save cash. 

The partnership would involve providing 
revenue and benefits, finance and procure¬ 
ment, ICT and personnel services jointly 
through Kent County Council, and Reigate 
and Banstead Borough Council. 

Town halls are faced with cuts in 
Government grants and KCC must save 
£15.6 million in its 2010-11 budget. 

Cabinet member for corporate support 
services, Cllr Roger Gough, said in difficult 
times working in partnership across the pub¬ 
lic sector is doubly important. 

“What is key about our work with Reigate 
and Banstead council on future joint delivery 
of services is that it is very wide-ranging,” he 
said. “So far, we have mapped out the bene¬ 
fits. If the change is agreed in principle, we 
would proceed to more detailed planning.” 

Cllr Joan Spiers, leader of Reigate and 


Banstead council, said the partnership 
would help deal with the impact of the reces¬ 
sion and local authorities’ expected contribu¬ 
tion to reducing the deficit. 

She added: “KCC has an impressive track 
record and a partnership with it will mean 
these services will remain in the public sec¬ 
tor for the foreseeable future while we bene¬ 
fit from the economies of scale a larger part¬ 
ner can bring.” 

A spokeswoman at Reigate and Banstead 
said the authority had chosen KCC over 
Surrey County Council due to a “shared 
vision”. 

She said: “The proposed shared service 
partnership for Surrey is running 18 months 
behind the work with Kent and does not 
meet Reigate and Banstead’s agenda for cost 
reduction, improved resilience and main¬ 
taining service quality. This council and KCC 
share a vision of how public sector service 
can be delivered in the future.” 


to more crimes and can we investigate more 
instances of anti-social behaviour than before? 

“When the going gets tough, the tough get 
going, and Kent Police have a reputation for 
dealing with hard times effectively.” 

In addition to the £20.8m savings over the 
next three years, the force must also identify an 
additional £2.7m from the 2010-11 budget of 
£285m and is limiting the number of recruits by 
60 this financial year. 

Kent Police Authority chairwoman Ann 
Barnes promised the restructure would not 
have an adverse effect on frontline services. 

She said: “We need to make savings and it’s a 
pain that everyone shares. There’s not a busi¬ 
ness or household in the country that isn’t going 
through the same thing. 


“I will make a personal commitment that 
frontline services will not be impacted. 

“Due to the number of savings and efficiencies 
that must be made, the authority has to do more 
to ensure the force can work with what funding 
we have.” 

Mr Learmonth was announced as Kent’s new 
Chief Constable last month, beating three other 
candidates to earn the right to replace former 
chief Mike Fuller. 

The 52-year-old played a key role in an exten¬ 
sive reorganisation at Norfolk Constabulary, 
and his success was one of the factors in him 
landing the Kent job. 

Mrs Barnes said: “Ian has extensive experi¬ 
ence of this sort of thing. He’s been there and 
done it so none of this will be new to him.”

Adrian Chiles might already be regretting his World Cup transfer to ITV, suggests Dave Mairs 



IT’S all started so horribly - as deep in our 
hearts we knew it would. 

England? Well, obviously. But, no, the really 
fascinating performance of our World Cup summer was 
always going to be that of Adrian Chiles. 

Amid great fanfare, the former Match of the Day 2 and 
One Show host departed the BBC to host ITV’s coverage 
of this wonderful tournament. 

Bom partly of a fit of pique over the lining-up of Chris 
Evans for his Friday night One Show appointment with 
Christine Bleakley, the move has begged the question: 
should a sports presenter ever switch sides to ITV? 

The answer has invariably been ‘No’ - and sadly the 
likeable, everyman, hugely-intelligent-but-with-that- 
common-touch Mr Chiles appears to be following a 
wholly familiar and unhappy course. 

Those of a certain tooth-length will remember Bob 
Wilson. The former Arsenal and Scotland goalkeeper 
chucked in his BBC frontman role to wind down his 
career with ITV. And wound down it certainly was - far 
more grimly than he could ever have envisaged. 

It all concerns the crossing of an invisible line - some¬ 
thing that transforms a man from a competent or even 
talented presenter to at best a nobody and at worst a clown. 

In tmth, Bob was never a TV natural, but while with 
the Beeb he did the job sufficiently in an age when 
expectations were lower. Once the switch to ITV was 
made, however, his drabness was magnified to the extent 
that his studio performances were an embarrassment. 

It was the same with Des Lynam: OK with the BBC - 
next to useless with ITV. 


This odd process does not even have to occur 
sequentially - you can witness it evolving in a strangely 
parallel world. 

Take Gabriele Marcotti - the Italian-American football 
journalist you hear on BBC Radio 5 Live football debate. 
Here his wisdom, articulacy and passion for the game 
make him one of the station’s strongest pundits. 

Now picture him during ITV Champions League 
nights. It cannot be the same man, surely. 

Gone is the wisdom, gone is the insight, gone is any 
kind of meaningful contribution. Instead we have a 
distressingly overweight buffoon stuck in a sofa grunting 
the sort of inanity you hear down the pub. Another who’s 
crossed that invisible line. 

All of which brings us back to Adrian Chiles. If anyone 
was going to make that transition and win, it had to be 
him, but already he has the haunted look of a man who 
has awoken to the calamitous error he has made. 

He looks pained, awkward, lacking any kind of chemistiy 
with his studio companions. Sadly missing is that 
easygoing, sharp patter that made Match of the Day 2 such 
a treat and justified a late finish to our Sunday nights. 

It’s no excuse to suggest the stultifying mediocrity of 
Andy Townsend and Gareth Southgate is simply too 
overwhelming - Chiles knew what he was letting 
himself in for. Perhaps the lure was that, in appearing 
next to Southgate, the only man on television uglier than 
himself, he would be covering the sole flaw in his armoury 

But, of course, Chiles’s talented ordinariness was one 
of his greatest strengths. 

Now, with ITV, he will just be ordinary

I'm bowled over by 
injuries and fixtures 

This is a season which so far has 
tested us all enormously, both 
physically and mentally. 

As captain, I am responsible for 
all Kent’s players and they have 
been under huge strain with the 
crazy scheduling we’ve had to 
endure and the injuries and 
unavailability which has also hurt 
us a lot. 

The last fortnight has been 
especially frenetic - even in a 
fixture list like this year’s - and my 
message to the team has been to 
simply get on with it and learn to 
live with all the things that could 
start to get you down. 

I think I am fortunate in that the 
Kent squad has been a relatively 
small but tight-knit unit for some 
years now, and so we have been 
used to dealing with the issues of 
injury and workload that seem so 
much a part of every English 
domestic cricket summer. 

This past week, including today, 
we have played three Friends 
Provident t20 matches in five days 

- at three different venues - having 
just finished last Monday a four- 
day match against 
Nottinghamshire at Tunbridge 
Wells, which came immediately 
after two floodlit Twenty20 matches 
in Essex and Hampshire on the two 
evenings before. Crazy! 

While we were driving back from 
the Rose Bowl late at night, and 
trying to get some rest before 
turning up at the Nevill Ground on 
the Friday morning for some 
practice and loosening-up ahead of 
the first day start at noon - they did 
give us an extra hour’s grace at least 

- the Notts boys were able to have a 
nice lie-in having travelled down to 
Tunbridge Wells the day before. 

But having every county 
operating on a level playing field 
does not seem to be the main 
consideration of the fixture- 
planners and, as I say, as players 
we just have to get on with it and 
try to compete as best we can. 

Sadly, the workload of the first 
two months of this crowded season, 
plus playing in those two 
Twenty20s at Essex and 
Hampshire immediately before the 
Notts game meant that Amjad 
Khan broke down with a hamstring 
injury right at the end of the long, 
hot opening day in the field during 
the Tunbridge Wells championship 
match. 

Amjad will be out of action for at 
least a fortnight, and so that will 
further stretch our bowling 
resources during this first half of 
the Twenty20 campaign. 

I suppose the fact we now have 
just one County Championship 
fixture before late July - the game 
at Hampshire on July 5 - means 
Amjad can concentrate on getting 
himself over this hamstring strain 
in the short-term. 

But it is his ability to bowl at the 
death in limited-overs cricket that 
we will miss. We have been fortunate 
in recent years to have had bowlers 
of the calibre of Azhar Mahmood, 


Yasir Arafat and Ryan McLaren to 
bowl the death overs that can make 
all the difference to whether these 
games are won or lost. 

Now, with Amjad injured, we only 
have Azhar left as a specialist. 

Darren Stevens has already done 
a great job either with the new ball 
or at the end, and Matt Coles is 
another candidate to bowl at the 
top or bottom of a Twenty20 
innings. 

We have kept James Tredwell, 
who rather unfortunately missed 
out on being picked for the England 
one-day squad and he has teamed 
up well with Malinga Bandara, who 
I believe is going to be very 
important for us. 

Malinga has settled in well, and 
quickly, and I was pleased that he 
and Tredwell enjoyed lengthy bowls 
in tandem against 
Nottinghamshire. That was 
particularly good for Banda, as he 
needed to get some early overs 
under his belt in English 
conditions. 

He strikes me as being a similar 
sort of cricketer to Paul Strang, the 
Zimbabwe leg-spinning all-rounder 
who was a big success in his one 
season at Kent as overseas player 
in the late 1990s. 

Like Strang, Banda can also bat 
well and his ability to turn the ball 
both ways - his googly is a good one 
- will come in very handy during 
the rest of this season. 

For the moment, though, this 
season continues to be a massive 
challenge for us as a team, and 
myself as captain. 


I’m just hoping we do not pick up 
any more injuries and that the likes 
of Amjad and James Hockley are fit 
again after a couple of weeks. 

Missing Tredwell in the early 
weeks of the season, because of his 
World Twenty20 selection, and 
having Robbie Joseph out injured, 
was balanced by Ntini’s short-term 
signing. 

But it would be nice, at some 
stage, to have a full-strength 
bowling attack available.

Nuclear funding could 
be better spent 

With regard to the forthcoming 
Government consultation on the 
proposed cuts in spending - the 
elephant in the room; one of many 
no doubt - remains the insistence 
on going ahead with Trident 
nuclear missile renewal and two 
new aircraft carriers. 

These current estimates show the 
likely cost to the taxpayer is well 
over £100 billion and rising. 
Meanwhile the real, as I see it, 
culprits for our supposedly dire 
financial situation remain the 
bankers, boardroom bosses and 
their political allies in all Party’s. 

Why then isn’t it they who should 
bear the main cost of repaying the 
tax bail-outs of the banks and their 
reckless casino ‘adventures’ on the 


UK’s and World’s stockmarkets, 
rather than the rest of us, 
especially those at the bottom? 

These latter being people on low- 
incomes, low pensions and benefits. 
The last mentioned in particular 
are likely to face swinging attacks 
from the DWP - which is speedily 
becoming known as the Dept of 
Workhouse and Poor-law - merely 
to save money despite the fact that 
virtually all the financial experts 
and even benefits agency staff are 
saying jobs are not available 
anyway 

Indeed, in letters to national 
newspapers recently by former and 
serving benefits agency staff, it was 
pointed out that whilst there are 
about five million disability benefit 
claimants, of all types, there’s 
barely half a million job vacancies 
for the around 2.5 million and 
rising, able minded/bodied people. 

As regards those sick and 
disabled specifically, forcing people 
into penury for a long wait for a job 
which they probably would not 
want to do anyway, would only 
make their situations and illnesses 
far worse. Indeed staff at MIND 
centres have seen such time and 
again for those with mental health 
problems, 

Further, those people on disability 
benefits need carrots only, not 
sticks, and to be placed in jobs 
which they both genuinely wish to 
do, enjoy and have an aptitude for. 

A large part of the answer as I 
and others see it, is to cancel 
Trident missiles along with the 
carriers and put the money saved 
there into the proposed Green New 
Deal. 

Recall that after World War Two 
it was Japan and the then West 
Germany who were banned from 
having nuclear weapons and so 
became the economic powerhouses 
of their day. Similar could happen 
again if we ditch nuclear. 

This I suggest could help start to 
create decently paid jobs and 
training in many industries 
including, and especially the 
renewable tech and related sectors, 
transport and eco/social housing. 
Further turn all the banks into, or 
back into, mutuals and co-op’s with 
their ‘casino’ operations separated 
off and run at their own risk 
entirely. 

Many currently private firms 
could also be turned into social 
enterprises of one form or another 
thus ditching rapacious 
shareholders and others syphoning 
their dosh away into tax havens. 
Indeed I wonder just how much 
overall tax avoidance there is which 
needs to be tackled instead of always 
reverting to bashing the worst off? 

Finally, save even more tax 
money by cancelling the prison 
building programme and 
substituting far cheaper schemes, 
and indeed jobs, to stop people 
getting into trouble in the first 
place. For those who do end up 
entering the criminal justice 
system, a fully-funded 
rehabilitation service with follow 
ups is still better value for money 
in terms of improving people’s lives. 

So don’t get browbeaten by 
Cameron’s scare tactics get active 
in promoting the better 
alternatives.

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Women set to reveal 
full horror of being 
forced into marriage 


SURVIVORS of forced marriages 
are to reveal their heartbreaking 
ordeals as part of a pioneering 
roadshow touring the most at-need 
areas of the country. 

National charity Karma Nirvana, which 
supports victims of forced marriages and 
honour based-abuse, highlighted Kent as one 
of 11 places that would benefit from the event, 
with its large Asian community in the north of 
the county. 

Anna Hardy, from the Derby-based 
organisation, said host areas were also selected 
in relation to the number of calls received 
through the charity’s helpline. 

‘We get a breakdown of all the places we receive 
calls from and Kent was one those,” she said. 

We’re holding the roadshows in the run-up to 
the summer holidays as it’s usually the busiest 
period for us.” 

Young people are most at risk of forced 
marriages over the summer holidays. 

In June last year, the charity’s helpline 
received more than 750 calls - double the 
normal monthly average. 

A Home Affairs Select Committee report also 
found that in 2008, 2,000 school students went 
missing nationally, with a large number from 
ethic minority communities believed to be 
forced into marriage.

Forced marriages are different from arranged 
marriages, where both parties give consent. 
Often victims are taken abroad and some are 
subjected to a life of abuse. 

Gurvinda Sandher, assistant director of the 
Kent Equality Cohesion Council, said that in 
March the organisation held the Listen to Our 
Voices Women’s event which addressed domestic 
abuse and forced marriages. 

It was held in Gravesham, which has one of 
the largest Asian communities in Kent, and is 
home to the new Sikh temple. 

More than 300 women and young girls 
attended and Mr Sandher said it was positive 
to see so many people there. 

“If you look at forced marriages, times have 
changed, but from time to time they are taking 
place,” he said. We need to raise awareness, not 
just with forced marriages, but with domestic 
violence too - these are things that are not really 
spoken about by people.” 

The Kent Karma Nirvana roadshow - which 
has no spaces left - will be at the police college 
in Maidstone tomorrow (Thursday). 

Det Supt Maria Shepherd, head of the 
Public Protection Unit at Kent Police, 
thanked Karma Nirvana for helping agencies 
better understand the needs of specific 
communities through its roadshow.

“Everyone has the right to live their life free 
from fear and violence,” she said. “Domestic 
abuse can happen in any home, regardless of 
race, sexuality, age, class or educational level. 

“There is a lot of under-reporting in Kent and 
Medway. It is vital the public has confidence in 
Kent Police to deal with domestic abuse and we 
encourage victims to come forward and report 
this horrendous crime.” 

In 2008, the Forced Marriage (Civil Protec¬ 
tion) Act 2007 was passed, allowing family 
courts to make protection orders for victims. 
These can prevent a marriage from taking 
place or stop someone from being taken abroad. 

Those who break the order face a prison 
sentence of up to two years.

Military veterans on 
the wrong arm of law 

A CHARITY has explained shocking 
arrest figures for ex-military personnel, 
claiming the stress of being a ‘killing 
machine’ can get too much. 

Death of comrades and difficulty in 
adjusting back to civilian life were also 
blamed by the Soldiers, Sailors, Airman 
and Families Association (SSAFA) 
Forces Help for the high number of 
servicemen in trouble with the law. 

The alarming figures released by Kent 
Police and SSAFA revealed how in just 
three months, between April 12-June 6, 
232 former and current servicemen were 
arrested - an average of four a day - 
with a third for violent crime. 

The majority were men aged 18-29 and 
almost half were unemployed. 

Kent Police is the first force in the 
countiy to cany out such a study, adapting 
its custody computer system to ask 
detained people if they were ex-forces. 

Difficulties 

Kent soldiers are based at Shomcliffe 
Barracks, Folkestone; Howe Barracks, 
Canterbury; Brompton Barracks, Medway; 
and Invicta Army Barracks, Maidstone. 

Supt Neil Jerome said the force 
recognised that some former military 
personnel faced difficulties after service. 

“We have recognised the need to 
use specialised knowledge to support 
ex-service personnel, who may have 
had considerable difficulties following 
experiences in combat and adjusting to 
life outside the Armed Forces,” he said. 

Ex-military personnel arrested in 
Kent are given information before 
release offering contacts for support 
groups and organisations.

Plumbing the depths proves 
an enlightening experience

GASPING for air in the 
glistening infinity pool of 
Kenya’s Mnarani Beach 
Club, I decided clear scuba¬ 
diving was not my bag. 

Unable to get a mouthpiece between 
my lips without gagging, there was 
little hope of going under the water, 
let alone ‘diving 5 in the Indian Ocean 
off Kilifi Creek, near Mombasa. 

Relaxing poolside in the 35C heat - 
in early December - would be my 
concession to the waves. Or, so I 
dreamed for a few seconds as a child¬ 
hood fear water got the better of me. 

I was in Kenya as a watersports 
virgin keen to dip my paddle for the 
first time. 

Neilson, an operator specialising 
in winter and watersports holidays, 
found an absolute gem with the 
Mnarani. The three-star hotel, 50 
kilometres north of Mombasa, is an 
idyllic beachside retreat - complete 
with sailing, diving, windsurfing, 
canoeing, waterskiing, wakeboarding, 
snorkelling and mountain-biking. 

Every sport is on offer for the expe¬ 
rienced and the, like me, totally 
inexperienced. But it wouldn’t 
always be like that as my introduc¬ 
tory pool session continued. 

Tim Nderito-Rendell, Buccaneer 
Diving School manager, based on the 
hotel’s beach, didn't seem too worried. 

Eventually, after learning the 
rudiments, I was chugging out to sea 
and nervously thinking what to do if 
I lost my airpipe or got a mask full of 
the ocean’s turquoise finest. 

We sailed out to Bofa Lagoon. It 
seemed in the middle of the Indian 
Ocean, but was actually only 20 
minutes out and, thank God, only 


seven or eight metres deep. Entering 
the water, I held the anchor chain as 
Tim reassured me and monitored 
my descent. Calming down, I was 
privy to the hidden world of the sea 
bed. 

I saw wrass, chocolate dips, lion 
fish, seaslugs, golden leaf fish and 
plenty more as well as a carnival of 
coral - psychedelic in its colours. 

There are 4,600 species of fish liv¬ 
ing in Kenya’s diving waters - the 
Red Sea has half that and the 
Caribbean just a quarter. 

Fifty minutes exploring the seabed 
passed in a flash of neon fishes and 
I emerged from the water feeling 
elated that I'd overcome my fears. 

After lunch on the Mnarani’s seclud¬ 
ed and private sandy cove beach bar 
it was time for dinghy-sailing. 

In a new three-man Laser Bahia 
dinghy, Neilson resort manager Jo 


Roberts had me criss-crossing the 
creek for an hour, learning to tack 
and gyb - turning up and down 
wind - and learning to say “a flappy 
sail is not a happy sail”. Despite no 
experience of sailing, I was surprised 
by how much I enjoyed it - and what 
I learned in a short period. 

Most nights entertainment is pro¬ 
vided too - I especially enjoyed the 
Mozambique Boys, a group of acro¬ 
bats actually from Kilifi, and with 
the kind of talent that would win 
any of Britain's prime-time shows. 

For one meal at Kilifi Boatyard, we 
rode on mountain bikes through 
shanty villages. Kenya is achingly 
poor, and we cycled through sandy 
alleys where communities existed in 
ramshackle huts. 

After lunch I kayaked the 3km back 
to the hotel. At last, I had found some¬ 
thing at which I seemed to excel.

Research suggests we 
could be heading for 
a market double dip 

HOUSE prices could be set for a slow¬ 
down in the second half of the year after 
figures from Halifax showed they fell by 
0.4 per cent last month. 

The picture was supported by data 
from Nationwide, Britain’s biggest build¬ 
ing society, which recorded growth of a 
mere 0.5 per cent in May — less than 
half the 1.1 per cent gain in April. 

Also, the annual rate of house price 
inflation dropped back to 9.8 per cent 
from 10.5 per cent in April, raising fears 
of a double dip for the property market. 

Prediction 

Ed Stansfield of Capital Economics 
said: “It is still early days but our predic¬ 
tion last month that April would be the 
high-water mark for house price infla¬ 
tion appears to have been borne out. 
House prices continue to rise but easing 
supply shortages, overvaluation and, of 
course, the weak economic backdrop all 
argue for renewed falls later this year.” 

But other analysts are more positive 
with Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s 
chief economist, predicting prices will 
rise modestly over the year. 

He said: “Housing market conditions 
remain characterised by thin transac¬ 
tion volumes and a relative scarcity of 
properties for sale, despite a slow return 
of more sellers in recent months.”

HIPs scrappage has given 
legs to property market 


MORE than a third of people - 37 per 
cent - who purchased a new home over 
the last four years bought it on their 
own, new research shows. 

Just under a third - 29 per cent - wait¬ 
ed until they were married before mak¬ 
ing their first foray into the housing 
market since 2006, according to a recent 
Santander survey. 

This is a stark contrast to trends 
before the 1970s, when 84 per cent of 
people bought their first home with their 
spouse, while only ten per cent of first¬ 
time buyers bought on their own before 
1980. 

However, house prices are on the rise 
again, which could make it harder for 
couples or singletons to buy a property. 

The latest figures from the Land 
Registry indicate that April house prices 
were 0.2 per cent higher than in March, 
with the average home now costing 
£165,596.

THE Government’s decision to 
scrap Home Information Packs has 
resulted in an increase in activity 
across the housing market. 

The UK’s biggest estate agency has reported 
that the number of homes being put up for 
sale has risen by a third since May 20, when 
ministers called time on the packs. 

Many analysts had found the packs to be a 
distraction for both buyers and sellers and 
said they added unnecessary complexity to 
property deals. 

According to Countrywide, new instructions 
are up 68 per cent compared with the same 
period last year, and back to levels last seen in 
September 2007. 

HIPs were introduced in England and Wales 
three years ago, despite strong opposition from 
the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
and National Association of Estate Agents. 

Costing about £300 a time, they were imme¬ 
diately blamed for distorting the market by 
removing speculative sellers. 

However, the UK housing market may not 
benefit from a flurry of new vendors at this 
stage in its recovery. 

According to the RICS, new instructions 
have been outstripping new buyer interest 
since March, with the inevitable downward 
pressure on prices. 

Nicola Neilson, who is head of Latimer

Hinks Residential Property Department, 
believes that HIPs were a significant barrier, 
particularly to home owners who wanted to 
test the state of the property market. 

Ms Neilson said: “Many speculative sellers 
were put off from putting their house on the 
market by the cost of commissioning a HIP, 
which could run to several hundred pounds. 

“Now this barrier has been removed, home 
owners are more likely to put their house up 


for sale to see if there is any interest, which 
should help stimulate the market. 

“There are other obstacles that need 
addressing such as a lack of mortgage finance 
- an issue particularly affecting first-time buy¬ 
ers - which would further support a revival in 
the housing market. However, the decision to 
waive the need for a HIP is a step in the right 
direction.” 

However house sellers are reminded that 
they still need an Energy Performance 
Certificate, which was previously part of the 
HIP and is valid for 10 years. 


Asset sales rise could be damaging 


THE commercial property industry is warn¬ 
ing a sharp rise in distressed asset sales 
could damage a recovery in the market. 

Oliver Gilmartin, senior economist at the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS), which conducted a survey into 
trends, said distressed asset sales are a 
“thunderous cloud which overhangs the 
market”. 

In the UK, 42 per cent more property pro¬ 
fessionals fear a rise in distressed asset 
sales in the second quarter of 2010 than a 
fall, compared to a net balance of 14 per cent 


for the first quarter. 

About £228 billion of property debt is out¬ 
standing in the UK, according to a study by 
experts with £50bn of loans in debt or in 
breach of terms, following a sharp downturn 
in values between 2007 and 2009. 

Property agents are concerned many of 
the assets behind these loans could be put 
up for sale by banks keen to cut their expo¬ 
sure to the sector and increase funds for 
new lending. An increase in supply of prop¬ 
erties for sale may cause property values to 
fall if the demand is not there to meet it.

RICHARD Sinden will play for 
Faversham Town in Ryman South 
next season after the striker agreed 
a deal to keep him at Salters Lane. 

After weeks of speculation, Sinden’s decision 
was music to the ears of Town manager Justin 
Luchford, who insisted the player was always 
going to stay with the Lilywhites. 

The extra demands of Ryman League foot¬ 
ball had been cited as a possible deterrent for 
Sinden, but the former Maidstone, Hythe and 
VCD forward is keen to test himself at the 
next level. 

Unable to break into Luchford’s first-team 
for much of last season, Sinden remained a 
potent goal threat when introduced from the 
bench and his manager believes he will be a 
dangerous weapon again next season. 

He said: “We’ve done a deal with Richard 
Sinden and he will be staying, so everyone 
other than two, have now signed up. I always 
wanted him to stay and there was never any 
doubt there. He lives further away now so we 
had to make sure we were on the same page in 
terms of what we could commit to. 

“He may be looking to play more of a part 
this year. He’s a proven goalscorer at both lev¬ 
els so he’ll score goals for us whether he’s 
starting games or coming off the bench.

Luchford has yet to conclude his transfer 
business and confirmed he was in talks with 
two players, one of which is believed to be 
Sittingboume defender Matt Bourne, who he 
is hopeful of signing by the time Town’s squad 
returns for pre-season training. 

He said: “I’ve got two weeks off and I’ve got a 
few things to tie up before I come back. A cou¬ 
ple of the players are getting itchy feet, they’re 
getting in contact with me because they can’t 
wait to get going and that’s pleasing. 

“We’ve got six sessions before the first friend¬ 


ly and they’ll be focused around fitness 
because this time the players will have to be 
even fitter than last year.” 

One newcomer confirmed at Salters Lane is 
Bob Reardon, who has been named as the 
club’s new reserve-team manager. Reardon 
arrives from Chatham Town, where he guided 
the under-18 side to treble success last year, 
winning the Kent Youth League, Kent County 
Cup and Kent Challenge Cup.
